SMITH'S LECTURE ON THE STEAM-ENGINE, 

The following ia an abstract of a lecture on the steam-engine, delivered 
by Mr. Audin Smith, in the Mechanics’ Institution, Belper, Oct. 16. 

Mr. Swirn introduced hia lecture by saying it was both instructive and 
useful to be aequatated with the mechaniam, and manner of workiag, of the 
stoam-engine, and then stated that steam had two grand properties, vis., ex- 
pansion, and ite capability of being suddenly condensed; and on these two 
gteat principles all the orher amazing and wonderful uses of the steam-en- 
pine have their origin, 

lat Expansion.—-At 212 deg. Fahrenheit water will boil and pass off in an 
hiriform and elastic state, and if confined will exert a force proportionate to 
ite comprension, 

ad, The sudden condension of steam.—-As soon as a vessel ia filled with 
steam all the alr which was before in it is gone, and by its being condensed 
or turned agaia into water it forms a vacuum, to which water will rise from 
a distance of from twenty-five to thirty feet. 

Hut the elasticity of steam, being the most obvious, was the firat subject 
for experiment by men of science, oe the elder, a Greek, who Lived at 
Alexandria about 150 years before Christ, was the firat to test this elastic 
sh Here Mr. Smith exhibited a diagram of Hero's engine. Who 

lomad out how to form a vacuum ia not recorded, The firat notice after Hero 
was in 1505, by Methisus, who appeared to have some vague notion of the 
possibility of constructing an engine similar to the moderna one. Hero's 
engine was brought forward in 1585, by a German, aad, in 1590, by a Me, 
Sadler, of Oxford, who obtained a patent, and again by an American in 1837, 
Ae a new iavention, The neat woe De Caus, a Frenchman. A diagram of 
De Caus's engine was here shown, De Caus appears to have known how 
ta condense steam by projectiog cold water, and thereby causing a vacuum, 
but did not bring his experiments to a auccossful lesne, A model of Dranca’s 
engine, which was the first in modern times applied to a useful purpose; it 
Was tised for pounding drugs, although sot by aay means perfect, and very 
Hable to be out of repair, The elasticity of steam became about this time 
known to practioal men (whereas it had before oaly beeu thought of by philo- 
sophers) and was applied by them to the raising of large volumes of water. 

The lecturer here exhibited a diagram of the Marquis of Worcester's sup- 
pored engine, and made some remarks on his lavention; bathe never carried 
out his projects, and was not, of course, entitled to mach merit, Mr, Smith 
here culogived Sir 5S, Morland as an inveator, who stated that water, when it 
has become steam, oecupies 2000 tines ite former bulk, whereas Mr, Watt 
eaid 1900, Sir Samuel's mode of calculation he considered the best—in fact, 
it was the one sow used, A diagram of Morlaad's eagine was here showa,

Three tunnels, an expensive bridge over the 
Saone, with the enormity of the cost of the land, and the opposition of in- 
terested and prejudiced parties, were amoug the chief causes of this deficiency, 
In 1831, by dint of loans, the work was finished, and is reported to be ex. 
tensively in use for passengers and merchandise, but it is eacumbered with 
debt at a heavy rate of interest, and yields no profit to the shareholders, A 
third railway is that of the Loire, or from Andrezicuxto Roanne. This was 
begun in 1829, with a nominal capital of 10,000,000 francs, Scarcely were 
the works begun for this road of seventeen French leagues than the revolu- 
tion of July arrived, the confusion arising from which preveoted the shares 
being paid up. No more than 6,000,000 francs was realised. By dint of 
loans and sktiful management, it was finished and opened in 1834. Bat so 
costly has the management been found, and the pressure of debt so heavy, 
| that the Pailway has oaly been able to cover the current expenses. The ia- 
| terest of the debt being no longer paid, the company has beea declared in- 
j solvent. Thus in the rich mineral basin which separates the Rhone from the 
| Loire, thirty-six French leagues of railway have been executed, at a time 
| when ia this country they were only just beginning the trial of railway com- 
munication. The coal mines of St. Etienne, which in 1827 only produced

| 11,000,000, aad production was yearly on increase. But the railways them- 
selves were ina state of decay or ruin, in debt, requiring repairs and ex- 
tension of lines to meet the great augmentation of traffic.

HISTORICAL STATEMENT OF DUTY PERFORMED BY THE 
STEAM-ENGINES OF CORNWALL.* 
(From the A/heneum.) 

Since the period at which Savary first published his ‘‘ Miner's Friend,’ 
the rich mines of Cornwall have formed the scene of an interesting series of 
experiments—iateresting, whether we consider the magnitude of the scale of 
individual experiments, or the extent of their influence on the national pros- 
perity, as well as the fertility of their results in illustrations of scientific 
truth. It was here that Savary dircovered the most ample field for the in- 
troduction of his ‘‘ new invented fire-engine’’—it was here that, in conjunc - 
tion with Newcomen and Cauley, he most extensively applied that power to 
the draining of water from mines; it was here that Smeaton raised his gi- 
gantic monuments of shrewd mechanical iastinet and elaborate scientific con- 
trivance ; and it was here that Watt first placed his thousands of untiring 
teams of iron horses. Here, too, have of late years been introduced into 
daily practice all the mechanical improvements which the investigations of 

theories of heat, pneumatics, and mechanics, have suggested to the minds 
of learned men. Yet it is wonderful how slight is the effect which the expe- 
riments of this remote county have produced on the practice of the other 
parts of the mechanical world, aad especially of Great Britain, While th 
world teems with idle projects of ridiculous ‘ improvements '’—of rotary 
and semi-rotary, of revolviag and semi-revoiving, conical, discal, and poly- 
gonal engines ; with smoke-burners aud save-alls of innumerable orders ; 
and while every one of these finds its devotee and its dupe, it is truly wou- 
derfal and most melancholy, that the simple, but very important practical 
truths, provisions, aod maxims, so well known, aud so ably practised, by the 
Cornish steara-engineers, have made their way so slowly among their fellow- 
countrymen—truths, whereby power is obtained and economised, and fuel 
saved to a greater extent, in every day's practical experience, than had been 
imagined possible, even by the most wild and ignorant schemer. Yet these 
great results have been obtained by the Cornish cogingers, not from any 
complex or iatricate mechanism—not from any patent or secret process—act 
from any great discovery or inveation—but from the quiet and unpretendiag 
application of the best known aad most common-place truths to the commoa 
steam-engine. We have long lamented the apathy of Eaglish engineers ge- 
nerally to the Cornish improvements; and have looked forward with much 
anxiety to the appearance of the present important work, as one likely to ex- 
ercise an extensive aad highly beneficial influence on general engineering 
practice. It has been put forth at the request of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, and partly, we believe, at their expense, aad 
was originally proposed, if we rightly remember, by Mr. John Taylor, the 
treasurer, a gentleman to whom we are indebted for much of what we for - 
merly knew concerning the facts of the Cornish engines.

steam -engine is called by engineers its ‘ duty,'’ a phrase which is thus de- 
fined dy a former president of the Royal Society, Davies Gilbert, now the 
futher of British science. ‘* The criterion of the efficiency of ordinary ma- 
chines is foree multiplied by the space through which it acts; the effect 
which they produced measured ia the same way, has been denominated duty 
—a term first introduced by Mr. Watt, in ascertaining the comparative merit 
of steam-engines, when he assumed one pound raised one foot high for ‘ the 
dynamic unit.''’ Now, by this criterion, it has been found that, whereas 
one bushel of coals, ia one of Boulton and Watt's engines, wrought ia the 
common way, raised tweaty millions of pounds one foot high, an engine on 
the Cornish system now raised, with cach bushel of coals, 125 millions of 
pounds to the same height. The results of such improvements may be easily 
conceived ; the economy of steam has preserved ia operation extensive and 
valuable works, which would otherwise have been swamped with debt and

COPPER SMELTING— PROTECTION OF THE MINER, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin—The cousty are under great obligations to you for bringing for- 
ward to the notice of the public, in your useful paper, the unwarrantable 
reduction in the standard, to the ruin of our copper mines generally, and 
the starving of thousands (if so continued), and the suspension of many 
mines that will never be set to work again, whilst the copper companies 
are amassing such enormous profits, by still obtsining the high price of 
Lid. per Ib. for the metal, and cannot manufacture enough for the de- 
mand, and surely government ought to inte-fere to correct such a system. 

I was forcibly struck with the observation of Mr, Grenfell, at the Cobre 
Association meeting, held on the 29th alt., when he stated that the Cobre 
ores could not be well smelted without a mixture of Cornish ores (and I 
conclude the same will apply to all foreign ores). 1 would, therefore, 
recommend that an Act of Parliament should be obtained that all foreign 
ores should be smelted by themselves, and so exported, under bond, and 
subject to the ed valorem duty as payable on Cornish metal, and I am 
sure this measure would greatly benefit our mines; and as to the bug- 
bear held out of sending foreign ores out of England to smelt, I would say, 
let them do it. One thing is very clear, that all ores raised in Cornwall 
end Ireland are fully consumed in the United Kingdom, so there is not 
wuch fear of our foreign trade in copper suffering. I hope you will ex- 
cuse my troubling you with the present, and wishing every success to your

Sin,—I shall feel much obliged if any of your numerous readers will 
explain how itis that all the ores sold at the tickettings (particularly those 
at Swansea) have for a considerable period been purchased by only three 
or four out of the ten copper companies who offer for the same; or why 
do not the other six or seven companies avail themselves of the great ad- 
vantages now enjoying by the former, to the great disadvantage and almost 
ruin of the miner, viz., oytaining the ores at such a low rate in proportion 
to the selling price of copper, that, as shown by a letter you quoted from the 
Corawall Gazette, affords on the smelting a profit of 204. per ton, and 
while the price of copper is so firm, having not for months changed a 
figure, although the standard for ore has been weekly reduced, and if we 
are to judge from the existing state of things, likely to continue so, until 
some bold and extensive means be instituted to amend this, to the miner, 
extraordinary and alarming crisis? The remark of an eminent smelter, 
ewbodied in your very satisfactory article in the last Journal, that ‘ the 
present price of copper arises from the great demand, while there were not 
sufficient smelting-houses to meet the demand, and, consequently, the 
stock of ores was continually increasing on their hands, and he would be 
most happy to smelt more if he could,"’ affords most important subject 
for reflection, and, I conceive, should, in a great degree, obviate the dif- 
feulty of giving an explicit answer to the question | have commenced this 
letter'with. I confess | cannot account for the want of competition, or, in 

ther words, why the ores submitted for sale are only taken by three or 
four houses, in the face of the amazing profits now being made in smelt- 
og, unless the entire ten companies are acting in concert. If they are 
rot, are their smelting-works standing dormant, while their neighbours 
cre being so glatted with supplies of ore, that although their profits are 
enormous, they say then cannot smelt more ? I, therefore, again beg to 
sk, what are these gentlemen about? If they are not part of one ghneral 
interest, now so uafortunately crushing the British miner, and discourag- 
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ing his efforts in carrying on his expensive shafts and levels, from which 
it will yet be found our future supplies of copper will have to be produced, | 
why do they not, if accommodation be required, let the same be known ? 
and I“am confident it would be afforded them, for if that would procure 
the producer of the ore its proper value, surely it would be well worth his 
while to wait longer for his money. 

If, however, the parties just alluded to continue to hold back in their | 
purchases, and will not meet the miner's views in some fair remedial mea- | 
sure of amendment, the inference we must then draw will be conclusive. | 
The miner, accustomed as he is to the various disappointments, uncertain- 
ties, and difficulties in bis avocation, would not be found ucreasonable ; 
and it is much to be regretted that hitherto no spirit of mutaal support 
has been manifested between him and the smelter. Io conclusion, I again 
beg ‘to record my conviction of the necessity of establishing a new | 
Copper Smelting Company, as the only perfect moans of obtaining fair | 
play for the miner, and to refer all concerned to the various conclusive | 
facts and figures lately brought forward in the Mining Jowrna/, to show | 
its propriety and certainty of making a very profitable return.

As the result of some experiments which I made in Paris, and at the 
Adelaide Gallery in London, and even with a light so powerful as the * piercing 
ray"’ of the oxyhydrogea gas licht, I know thateven @ very thia plate of 
muddy water cannot be artificially iliuminated, so as to permit that it shall 
be penetrable by human vision. 

ut let the thickness of the plate of water interposed between the focal 
point of a lens concentrating the light of a brilliant lamp, or of the oxyhy- 
drogen gas light, and of the object in the water which you want to irradiate 
aud to view, be indefinitely diminished ; and then try, no matter bow muddy 
aod murky the water, whether the part of the object under the focal point 
will aot be more perfectly illuminated than if seen at Midsummer, ead glow- 
ing in the light of the meridian sun. 

i throw out this matter in its most general form for the purpose of showing, 
that although we cannot illumioate a large space of muddy water together, it 
ao‘bad thing to possess, as a substitute, the power of brilliantly illuminating in 
succession as many points as you choose, of an object other wise invisibic in the 
darksome waters. tis scarcely necessary to say that the reys of light 
dariog their entire progress must be protected from any transmission through 
water, from the lamp to the focus. foeus must fall oo a piece of stiong 
aad clear glass, inserted water-tight in the apparatus. Those who have ap- 
plied their attention to the construction of optical instruments, aad who at 
the same time anderstand periectly the nature of diviag operations, will per - 
ocive at a glance bow the priaciple which I have bere propouaded may be 
ciade available ia practice.

THE SICILIAN SULPHUR TRADE, 


A correspondent of the Leipzig Aligememe Zeitung gives the following 
curious account of the origin of the monopoly recently established by the 
Neapolitan government in the Sicilian sulphur trade »— 

** The price of sulphur in Sicily having some years ago become greatly de- 
preciated, the producers, jastead of themselves seeking a remedy, Soares out 
complaints to the government, who, alded by the © lative talents af the 
Freach house at Naples, Taix and Aycard, waa not slow at devising eas 
This house, it seems, contrived to convinee his Majesty aad the min 
that, i( the whole trade was taken wader the protecting control of govern - 
ment, it would be casy to raise thefprice in aueh a manner, that thelr advan- 
tage, at least as well as that of Messrs. Taix and Ayoard, might be moat 
agreeably consulted, Such a proceeding, it was observed, could only be 
effectually adopted by concludiag 4 coutract with one forelga house on coa- 
Gdential terms ; aod, should their firm be fixed upon as having the prefe~ 
renee, they promised, ont af pure generosity, to construct roads, to spend a 
fixed sum ia alms distributed to the poor, te content the proprietors of the

On the latter part of the verdict we have no ob- 
servation to make; and although most unwilling to question the 
correctness of a decision formally declared by a jury, we must ex- 
press the surprise we feel (in common, we believe, with the public 
generally), that a deodand of unprecedented amount was declared 
against the company, without the slightest proof, so far as the 
printed accounts show, that they were in any way to biume, either 
as regards the engine or the person in whose charge it was placed. 
It does appear to us that this decision was the result of impulse, 
rather than calm deliberation, and that a recommendation for 
proper gates to be erected, wherever an intersection of common 
roads takes place, to be closed durmg the passing of the engines, 
would have been far more effective in preventing accidents—the 
only purpose for which this enormous deodand could have been 
declared. From the unguarded state both of the railways and 
common roads in the North of England, as regards their mutual 
intersection, many fearful accidents will in all probability happen 
ualess some meas be devised for their prevention; and in the 
case of common roads, where the traffic is of any importance, po 
plen appears to us so simple and efficacious as the erection of gates. 











Having taken an active part in directing public attention to a 
great national work, which we look forward with certainty to see- 
ing executed in the course of the next few years—the West Cum- 
berland and Furness Railway, with its grand lines of embankment 
—it gives us much pleasure to find that the result of the late in- 
vestigation into the probable amount of treflic on the line, has been 
as favourable as its best friends could desire. This investigation 
has been-carried on by a gentleman well known for his ability in 
business of the kind, and the estimate amounts to nearly 230,000/. 
per annum as the returns of the railway when completed. This 
sum added to the value of the land reclaimed from the sea would 
afford a handsome proft to the company which undertakes the 
work, and we have no doubt that when the present crisis of the 
money market has subsided the prospect will attract the attention 
of capitalists, and the work be carried into effect. 


Another meeting of:the claimants on the Imperial Bank at Man- 
chester was held a few days since, and an account of ‘the proceed- 
ings will be found in another column. Fraught with disappoint- 
ment and ruin as this bank has been to all connected with it, we 
trust its misfortunes, its errors of management, and vices of prin- 
ciple, will not be without a salutary effect on other banking esta- 
blishments, to the general success of which it forms almost a soli- 
tary and striking exception. From the report of the gentlemen 
appointed at the last meeting of creditors to investigate the affairs 
of the bank, we trust ‘they may yet be wound up more e¢atisfacto- 
rily than was anticipated ;—to bring about this result we recom. 
mend the cordial co-operation of all the parties concerned.

GREAT NORTH OF ENGLAND RAILWAY. 

A generel meeting of the proprietors was held on Tuesday, the 29th 
ult., at the company's offices, in Darlington, for the parpose of confirming 
or annulling a declaration of forfeiture of certain scrip, or unregistered 
shares, which had not been paid upon—the deciaration of forfeiture having 
been made by the directors on the 9th of July last.

The Szcacrary having read the advertisement convening the meeting, 
and the minute of the board of directors, declaring certain shares to be 
forfeited, the Carman proceeded to read that portion of the Act which 
relates to the forfeiture of shares, and then bricfly stated that it now rested 
with the proprietors to confirm or rescind the declaration of forfeiture, 
according to the provisions of the Act which he had just read, 

Mr. Rurson (a director) rose to congratulate the meeting on the very 
numerous attendance of the shareholders, and trusted that any conclusion 
at which they might arrive would be based upon the unanimous wishes of 
those present ; but, previous to the question being entertained, he wished, 
in justice to all concerned, that the meeting should be put in possession 
of the amplest information, in order that they might decide upon what 
course to pursue, and therefore be requested that certain letters received 
by the directors should be read. 

The Secawrary then read the letters, which he stated had been written 
by large holders. They were all hostile to the forfeiture.

acting with candour if they did not declare, that notwithstanding any opinions to 
the contrary, hey were satiefed with the correetness of the logal opinions they 
had obtained and they had 60 hesitation in declaring “ thelr determination ‘to pur 
sue every remedy which the law aliows against those shareholders who may per 
sist ja refusing Unie fair offer of ace wnmodation,” 

Mr. Hirenoock said, that at the preceding meeting, the defleicncy wre 
stated to be abeut 67,000/., and that @eall of 61. per share would be fully 
adequate to meet all demands, To prove the accuracy of the report, it was 
Hecessary tokoow the namber of shares calculated at 61, The directors had 
appropriated to themeeclves a reserve of 900 shures each, on which no calls 
had been made, and he wished to know whether these shares had beon taken 
into account.

| time little progress has been made in its introduction imto use for steam 


purposes generally, where it has been attempted the result having not | 


| proved so satisfactory as anticipated ; the fect is, that the peculiar pro- 
| perties of the coal have either not been understood, or misapplied. The 





development of the powers of anthracite. When the use of this descrip- 
tion of coal becomes more familiar, and its mode of acting fu'ly ascer- 
tained, forms of boilers suited to its peculiarities will no doubt be gra- 
dually adopted ; in the mean time, by a little contrivanee, the present 
| boilers may be adapted to the use of anthracite, so-.as to produce a very great 
| saving of fuel, connected also with several other advantages, viz., a more 
| steady and uniform heat, and consequent production of steam, a complete 
| prevention of all annoyance of smoke and soot, and the removal of the 
| huge cumbrous funnels from the decks of steam-vessels. In burning bi- 
| tuminous coal in the fire-place of a steam-boiler a rapid and wide draught 
| is necessary, because when that description of eoal is thrown upon a hot 
fire a very large quantity of volatile matter is driven off with much foree, 
carrying with it small particles of solid matter, all of which would be lost 
as fuel was there not a current of air passing with it along the tube or 
flues of the boiler to furnish oxygen for its combustion, whieh is too gene- 
rally deficient, as in consequence of that deficiency a cloud of black 
smoke generally accompanies each application of fresh coal to the fire. 
There is nothing of this sort with anthracite, containing no combustible 
| principle, Lut solid matter (carbou). A rapid draught must in all cases 
be attended with a loss of heat, but more particularly in the use of an- 
thracite. At the same time, the important fact must not be lost sight of, 
that the great powers of anthracite as fuel depend mainly upon a rapid 
combustion. To attain these the application of a blast becomes neces- 
sary—not that of a strong powerful blast, but what is termed a soft blast, 
| that of a fan widely diffused. The blast being conveyed from the fan 
| 





through a box or tube, the full size of the fan is to be introduced into 
the ash-pit, the front of which is to be closed all but the opening left for 
the introduction of the blast, the same opening serving to remove the 
ashes from the ash-pit. No alteration of the fire-place is necessary, ex- 
eopting in the arrangement of the grate bars, which must be set very close 
together, and of different sizes, alternately thick and thin; thus, bars of 
two inches or one and a half inch square, to be set with two bars of half 
| an inch to one inch square between each, the bars being one-quarter of 
an inch apart. Ly this arrangement the ashes may be removed from the 
fire by taking out portions of the smaller bars, the body of the fire being 
supported by the larger bars, which are to be left im their places. A 
| small quantity of water must be kept runuing into the ash-pit, amongst 
the hot ashes, the uses of which are various andimportant. The closest 
attention and greatest nicety are requisite in supplying the coal to the 
| fire, which mnst be preserved of an uniform thickness, never exceeding 
six inches. The coal broken into small pieves, not exceeding a quarter 
of a pound in weight each, and wetted (thoroughly saturated with water), 
| must be supplied to the fire frequently, in very small quantities, care 
| being taken to preserve the surface of the fire perfectly level, to insure 
the uniform action of the blast, the wetting of the coal with the action of 
| the vapour from the ash-pit preventing the decrepitation to which anthra- 
cite is liable when suddenly heated. A very small chimney is required 
| with this arrangement, and as the retention of the heated air in the boiler 
is of importance, it might be practicable to use a valve or damper, poised 
a0 as to have a slight preponderance to close, but yielding to pressure. 
This is a subject of great importance to steam-bout proprietors, and well 
worthy of their serious consideration. Itis of equal importance to the 
proprietors of miuing proverty in Cornwall, as economy of fuel must be 
| to them of paramount importance ; and as anthracite can be supplied to 
them upon the easiest terms, the ports to which the bulk of the produce 
of their mines is sent, viz., Swansea, Neath, and Llanelly, being in the 
immediate vicinity of the great anthracite deposit of Glamorganshire and 
Carmarthenshire, anthracite must be the most abundant and cheapest 
coal that they can be supplied with. Ina recent Number of the Mining 
Journal, the results of some experiments by Dr. Ure, on the heating 
powers of several different coals were given, from which he estimates the 
heating power of anthracite (Welsh stone coal) at 12,000, that of Llan- 
gennech (considered hitherto as the most powerful generator of steam) as 
0000, and that of one of the Wall's End coals of the north of England as 
7500—leaving a very large balance in favour of anthracite.

IMPROVEMENT IN ENGINES AND CARRIAGES TO BE 
WORKED BY STEAM. 

We extract the following specification of the patent of Messrs. Gillot 
and Walker, from the /nrenfors’ Advocate ;— 

Joseph Gillot, steel-pen maker, Birmingham, and Thomas Walker, ma- 
chinist, Birmingham, improvements in engines and in carriages to be worked 
by steam, or other motive power: Oct. 12th.—ist. improvement is a safety 
valve, always indicating the power of steam in the boiler. On the top of the 
boiler is fixed a piston-barrel, with a hole cut in its side, for the steain to 
escape when at a given power; an upright standard is fixed at a short dis- 
tance, and parallel with the piston-barrel, which bas its rod working in a 
branch projecting at right angles from the standard ; a lever, working with a 
joiat in the angle of the standard and branch, has a stiding ball at the index 
end ; the pistoa-rod influences this lever, and according to the power of the 
steam so is the piston raised, and the lever with it; the index end of the 
lever describes the segment of a circle, and points to figures marked on the 
quadrantal metal band fixed withia its range ; should the balled lever be 
raised by the power of steam as high as ninety, the piston is then above the 
orifice in one side of the barrel, and the steam escapes. 

2d improvement.—The buffers that connect the carriages are jointed for the 
purpose of ruaning in any di , and for disuniting with facility the car- 
riages or trains. A stem, with a bell at one end, is secured by its flange to 
the carriage, and a stem, with a cup at one end, is secured by its flanges to 
the frame of the other carriage ; the cup fits on the fore part of the ball, and 
is clasped on by a cup or hollow easing, so as to allow the two stems to work 
ia any direction. There is another arrangement, for the union rod to have a 
cup or ball at each end, to fit into the cup or ball of the stems; the union- 
rod holds by rectangular fittings, and a solid case, with lever handle project- 
ing, covers the whole; to keep the rod united wheo the lever is puiled dowa, 
the solid case allows the unjoo-rod to separate with the carriages or trains. 

3d improvement.—The buffers, that yield to the pressure of velocity, are 
made with a number of helical springs, having only one spiral turn. 

4th improvement.—The wheels are locked or unlocked to the revolving 
axle, giving the facility of unlocking the binding-wheel when turning ; and in 
applying this invention to es on the high road, the wheel or wheels 
can be locked to keep the pressure of weight from the horses. 

Sth improvement.—The dust aod cinders that fly out of the chimney of 4 
steam-engine, to the annoyance of passengers, are by this improvement co!

In connexion with our account of the iron trade (says the Editor of the Merthyr Guardian), or rather the immense prodace, the following 
document will be interesting to most of our readers. It is an extract from the ‘ Encyclopwdia Londinensis,’’ vol. vii, p. 598, for which we are 
indebted to J. Hartley, Esq., of Liverpool :— 

** On the 11th of November, 1776, Mr. David Hartley, thea member of Parliament for Kingston-upon-I1ull, made a most satisfactory and coavinein® 
experiment to prove the efficacy of a method invented by him for preserving* houses, — &c., built with the most combustible materials from fire. Mr- 
Hartley had built a house expressly for the purpose, which consisted of three stories, aud with two large rooms ow a floor, The manner in which he con- 
ducted the experiment was as follows .—He first ordered a fire to be made on the deal floorings of one of the growed rooms, thea a large faggot of shavings, 
suspended by iron from the upper part of the same room, was set on fire. After this the staircase was set on fire, both above and below, without the fire 
extending in either case beyoud the spot on which it was lighted. Lastly, the other room on the ground floor, filled almost to the tup with faggots, piteh, 
and other combustibles, was set fire to; bat though they all burned in such a manner as to vomit forth a perpetual torreot of fame and smoke, and thereby 
rendered all approach withia thirty yards of the windows on the outside absolutely impracticable, the room adjoining to, and that immediately over this tem- 
porary Vesuvius, continued as cool and as accessible as if no fire had happened in the house ; nor were ils walls, floors, and ceilings along preserved, for 
even fixtures and household furniture were thereby rendered proof against the rage of this otherwise all-devouring clemeot, though found, at the same time, 
sufficient to prepare iron for the anvil ; particularly, a bed being purposely set on fire, little more of it was consumed than the part to which the fire bad 
beeu immediately applied. But singular as the effects of this contrivance for securiag houses, ships, and other buildings from fire must appear, the means, 
perhaps, from their perfect simplicity, may be thought equally extraordinary, They consist of nothing more than the thinoest plates of irom nailed to the 
oists, &c., and to the facility of execution may be added the cheapness of it, as the additional expense of building scarcely exceeds 5 per cent."
